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At Budget Worksession 
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GHI Annual Meeting to Be 


Council to Up Expenses and Tax Rate

With three citizens, up to 
eight police officers and a gaggle 
of city staff watching, the 
Greenbelt City Council struggled 
on Tuesday, May 14 to reach 
consensus on changes to the pro- 
posed budget of City Manager 
Dan Hobbs in order to make it 
“their” budget. The consensus 
reached, which could be changed 
when the council actually adopts 
the budget Monday, May 20, is 
to accept the proposed 4.5 cent 
tax rate increase proposed by the 
city manager and use added revy- 
enues found since the budget 
was presented plus some fee in- 
creases to add more expenditures 
to those proposed by the city 
manager. 

If.the council sticks to the 
game plan agreed to at the 
worksession, the budget will be 
increased $98,500 over the 
manager’s proposal to a total of 
$13,132,100. Added expendi- 
tures will include an additional 
full-time planner at $34,500, 
three-quarter’s year funding for a 
ninth police dispatcher at 
$20,000, $12,100 to increases 
bOfiuses to police officers who 
choose to: live in the. city, $3,600 
for a Greenbelt East police sub- 
station, $20,000 for crisis inter- 
vention counselling, $3,000 to 
make the new recycling coordi- 
nator a full time position, 
$12,000 for additional funding 
for therapeutic recreation pro- 
gramming which will be offset 
by grant funds from the Mary- 
land-National Capital Parks and 
Planning Commission, $500 for 


contributions to various organi- 
zations in the amounts that they 
requested plus in-kind sevices to 
the Greenbelt Intergenerational 
Volunteer Exchange Services and 
establishment of a dog park with 
capital costs of $7,000 for a 
fence and $3,800 for mainte- 
nance expenses. 


Police Dispatcher 

The. issue causing the most 
discussion was the funding of a 
ninth police dispatcher. Nine 
positions were budgeted for the 
current year, but the manager 
had held back on filling two va- 
cancies because of forseen bud- 
getary problems. One position 
had been refunded in the. new 
budget, but not the other. At 
first the council divided with 
Edward Putens and Rodney 
Roberts wanting to fund the po- 
sition for the full year, Judith 
Davis wanting to fund for part 
of the year, and Mayor 
Antoinette Bram and Thomas 
White opposing the added ex- 
pense. When Chief Craze noted 
it would take four to. five 
months to fill both positions, the 
majority compromised for the 
three-quarter year funding at 
$20,000. 

Council efforts to add a crisis 
intervention counselor hit a snag 
when Greenbelt CARES Direc- 
tor Carol Leventhal expressed 
her concern at hiring another 
person when future state funding 
for the CARES program at just 
under $80,000 was uncertain. 
Leventhal didn’t want to hire.a 
person only to have to fire the 


Council Holds to No-alcohol 
Policy for Community Center

The issue of whether -to 
permit alcohol at the city’s 
Community Center raised tem- 
pers around the council table 
at a May 9 worksession. 
Community Center Supervisor 
Cathy Salgado estimates that 
with alcoholic beverages per- 
mitted, the city could increase 


_ its rentals at the facility and 
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generate up to $10,000 in ad- 
ditional revenue. City Man- 
ager Daniel Hobbs asked 
council to consider whether to 
permit wine to be served at 


- functions such as wedding re- 


ceptions (with the proper tem- 
porary liquor license). Recre- 
ation Director Hank Irving 
added that the proposal did 
not solely reflect a desire for 
revenue but that permitting 
func-tions with alcohol to be 
held at the center would be a 
conve-nience to residents. 
Councilmember Rodney 
Roberts was the most vehe- 
ment in expressing a contrary 
view. “There should be abso- 
lutely no alcohol” in the Com- 
munity Center, he said. He 


argued that permitting alcohol . 


adda 
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would change a longstanding 
policy of not allowing alcohol 
in city facilities. In addi- 
tion, the presence of young 
people at the facility makes it 
inappropriate for alcohol con- 
sumption, he said. Further, 
the people who live around 
the facility should not have to 
“put up with a single drunk” 
coming out of the Center, he 
argued. 

Mayor Antoinette Bram 
several times had to remind 
Roberts not to personalize his 
comments to Councilmember 
Thomas White, who held a 
different view. White noted 
that people who choose to 
imbibe are not “unsafe, un- 
clean or unworthy.” The 
Community Center is a very 
expensive facility and its de- 
sign lends itself to receptions. 
“I don’t have a problem” with 
allowing wine, he said. He 
noted that council could per- 
mit alcohol only at functions 
held by Greenbelters. He 
emphasized that he was only 
referring to wine.

Council finally added half the 
cost, $20,000, and gave staff dis- 
cretion as to how the money 
should be spent for crisis inter- 
vention couselling. This coun- 
selling is intended to provide 
skilled counselling assistance to 
family disputes that result in po- 
lice incidents in an effort to pre- 
vent additional and more serious 
trouble from occuring at a later 
date. 

Hobbs had suggested con- 
tracting with a psychologist to 


be available on a police call-out. 


basis. Roberts felt it would be 
better and cheaper in the long 
run to have a city employee. It 
was felt that the city could have 
a better handle on what might 
happen to state funding later on 
and could possibly decide to 
proceed with the counselor on a 
full time basis mid-way through 
the year. 


Dog Park , 

The Greenbelt Dog Park-As- 
sociation has apparently suc- 
ceeded in its multi-year lobbying 
effort to get the city to provide a 
dog park, where owner's can let 
their pets roam without a leash 
within an enclosed fence. Fenc- 
ing will cost $7,000 according to 
Public Works Director Carl 
Hirsch. Council also agreed to 
require pets to have a green tag 
at a cost of $5 in order to use 
the park. That will realize $500 
in added revenues if owners of 
100 dogs will agree to use the 
park. 

Besides some increased rev- 
enues, two expenditure items 
were cut. City employee benefit 
costs were reduced by $25,000 
because the city has been ad- 
vised that there will be that 
much savings in health insurance 
premium costs this year. That 
amount is over and above a 
$50,000: premium savings for the 
current year. The city partici- 
pates in a group plan through 
the Washington Council of Gov- 
ernments which is carried by 


Greenbelt-based Health Plus- “ 


New York Life. Another $100 
was saved by Bram and Davis 
giving up their city paid mem- 
berships in the American Plan- 
ning Association. 

Code enforcement inspection 
fees are to be increased by 
$24,000, business burglar alarms 
are to be licensed by the city 
with fees etimated to yield 
$15,000, police aid from the 
state will increase by $20,000 as 
a result of action by the state 
legislature, M-NCPPC grants for 
recreation programs will add an- 
other $24,000 if the proposed 
budget before the county council 
is adopted, fines for violation of 
animal control laws will be in- 
creased to yield another $8,000 
and the estimate on rentals of 
the community center has been 
increased by $8,000 based: upon

Greenbelt Post Office Has 
Vandalism to Vehicles

Postmaster John H.S. Hyater 
is appealing to the citizens of 
Greenbelt for assistance in solv- 
ing the who and whys of recent 
vandalism to a number of 


Greenbelt Post Office vehicles. 


During the weekend of March 
23, sugar packets were stuffed 
into the gas tanks of seven 
postal trucks. During the 
weekends of April 27 and May 


7, windows of trucks were bro- _ 


ken by large rocks. 

The cost of repairs for these 
vehicles has been. more than 
substantial, Hyater noted. The 
gas tanks had to be pulled and 
cleaned out and locks for the 
tanks had to be factory-made. 
With almost one-third of his 
fleet thus out of commission, 
Hyater said he had to go to 
eight other post offices to bor- 
row trucks. When borrowing 
was not always possible, postal 
employees used their own cars 
to deliver the mail. 

Hyater had a smile on his 
face as he paused in his con- 
versation. He is proud of his 
staff and said, “Even during the 
blizzard, all of my employees 
were here.” 

The Postal Inspector’s inves- 
tigation and report suggests that 
lighting on the parking lot side 
of the post office is inadequate. 
Hyater said he hopes to secure 
help from the Co-op and the 
city manager to address the 
problem. As he noted, the tall 
lighting in the parking lot faces 
the wooded area. Next to the 
building where some post office 
trucks are parked, however, 
there is very little lighting and 
a considerable amount of tall 
shrubs. These conditions make 
the area vulnerable, he con- 
tends. To substantiate his analy- 
sis, Hyater noted that trucks 
parked under the tall lighting 
have not been abused. 

Hyater hopes that anyone 
who notices suspicious activity 
around the trucks at night or on 
weekends will telephone the 
police at 474-7200 and contact 


him at 345-1721 or 1722. He" 


said, “Vandalizing government 
property is a federal offense 
and offenders could suffer 
grave consequences.” p 
In part because of problem 
with parking and vehicular se- 


curity, Hyater hopes for a revi- | 
talized, modern post office; . 


Greenbelt is “slated-for a new 


office. in 1998,” he said. He 
indicated that he 1s now in the 
process of obtaining informa- 
tion about possible sites in the 
area. Although he has not yet 
contacted the city council, he 
hopes for their assistance, he 
said, noting that there is a lot 
of property near the federal 
court house. 

The existing post office 
would remain as a finance sta- 
tion — “a store of the future,” 
in his words. The new site 


would be another post office | 


building with designated, pro- 
tected space for the delivery 
vehicles.

Pioneer Greenbelter Evelyn 
Barcus, 82, died of congestive 
heart failure May 9 at Doctors 
Hospital. 

The former Evelyn Connolly, 
Mrs. Barcus was born and raised 
in the Eastern Shore town of 
Centreville. She and her hus- 
band, J. Walsh Barcus; Sr., 
moved to an apartment in the 
new town of Greenbelt in March 
1938, shortly after they were 
married. Later they moved to 
Eastway and, in 1946, to the. 


present home at 2 Court 
Gardenway. 
Mr. and Mrs. Barcus were 


founding members of St. Hugh’s 
Catholic Church, and their lives 
were centered on their growing 
family and participation in church 
and school activities. In the early 
years, before the school and 
church were built, the priest 
heard confessions for parishioners 
in the Barcus home.

The Greenbelt Homes, Inc. 
(GHI) candidates’ night was 
finally held Monday night, 
May 13 in the GHI Board- 
room. The meeting, scheduled 
earlier, had to be postponed 
because no members had 
opted to run for office. At 
Monday night’s meeting it was 
announced that seven candi- 
dates had filed for the Board 
and four for the Audit Com- 
mittee. A few other candi- 
dates’ had filed and withdrawn, 


making this a most unusual 


election overall for GHYI. 
Lacking also was the sharp 
dissension that has often been 
a hallmark of GHI elections. 

Filing for the Board are: 
Steven Harper, Charles Hess, 
Dorothy Lauber, Robert 
Rashkin, John Taylor, Alan 
Turnbull and Hopi Auerbach. 

Kathleen Weber, Alan 
Freas, Deborah Cooley and 
Sherry Garten filed for the 
Audit Committee. All candi- 
dates except Garten were 
present at the meeting. 

Andy Leven, chair of the 
Nominations and Elections 
Committee (N&E) led a tight 
but informatiye meeting. Can- 


didates were given three min-— 


utes each to speak and were 
timed. Then questions were 
taken from the floor. 


Board 

Candidate Rashkin thought 
that the strength of GHi-was as 
a cooperative and not fust a cor- 
poration, Members are ‘not just 
owners, but neighbors, he said. 
He was especially interested in 
the husbandry of the woodlands 
and. the decisions about them 
that would need to be made. 

Lauber stressed her back- 
ground of volunteer and. paid 
work in the community and 
also her work for a coopera- 
tive and for a law firm that 
specialized in cooperatives. 
All of this she felt would help 
her to do a good job for GHI. 

Incumbent Turnbull said it 
was time for GHI to break out 
of its insularity. He was in- 
terested in marketing GHI and 
was pleased that GHI was 
now working on a marketing 
plan. He saw himself as a 
team leader, a facilitater. He 
wanted to make sure that laws 
treated co-ops fairly.. Also he 


pointed to his vocal role in 


the opposition to the extension» 


of Kenilworth Avenue. 
Taylor thought that it was 
necessary to keep abreast of 
the membership and what they 
thought about GHI. He was 
concerned that GHI have plen- 
tiful reserves and was hopeful 
that when the GHI loan was 
paid off that a good reserves 
policy would be formulated. 
Hess thought GHI was in 
good financial shape’. 


low as possible while ¢continu- 
ing to be able to provide for 
services for members. He ad- 
vocated not having too many 
rules so as not to be burden- 
some to members. These 
rules should be evenly applied 
across the board. 

Harper wanted to preserve 


.“what we have in Greenbelt.” 


He felt the GHI handbook was 
confusing especially as to what 
members’ rights and obliga- 
tions are. He would work to 
make the handbook simpler so 
that members know what is ex- 
pected and to ensure fairness. 

He was for a tight budget 
and healthy reserves. Believ- 
ing that it costs too much to 
heat GHI units he would like 
the heating system studied. 

Auerbach felt that people 
live in GHI because they like 
the cooperative ideal. She felt 
there were more people in the 
area who needed to be made 
aware of what the coop has to 
offer. She would also like to 
see more things such as 
lawnmowers be owned coop- 
eratively and perhaps hours 
defined when mowing might 
take. place. 


Audit Committee 

Cooléy, an audit counselor 
on Capitol Hill and past trea- 
surer of Greenbelt’s Labor 
Day Festival encouraged 
people to read the GHI by- 
laws. She stressed the impor- 
tance of the sense of commu- 
nity in Greenbelt and the be- 
lief that it will take the hard 
work of people to keep that 
feeling. Her background in 
dealing with disbursements 
would qualify her for her du- 
ties on the Audit Committee, 
she said. 

Incumbent Freas explained 


He 
was fot having .a budget as. 
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that the Audit Committee was 
the “watchful eye” of all that 
goes on in GHI and is not be- 
holden to anyone but the 
members. If he were elected 
he would like to see the com- 
mittee meet early, make a list 
of needs and then get busy. 
The committee must not look 
only at today, he said. “We 
are the current custodians of 
GHI and have the OPpogtumity 
to pass it on.’ 

Weber, an accountant and 
former math teacher said that 
the “Future of GHI depends on 
us. We must keep an eye on 
not just our own private needs 
or the needs of GHI but of the 
future.” 

Questions 

Where do you stand on the 
community beautification pro- 
gram? 

Auerbach - It improved the 
look of the community. If 
people don’t like it she said, 
come and change the rules. 

Turnbull said he was 95% 
proud of it. Where there was a 
problem he declared it was 
not made clear in the hand- 
book. GHI needs to set a 
standard. 

While Hess supported the 
program he thought individu- 
als should be allowed to come 
to the office about a problem. 
It should be a unified program 
with the same rules and regu- 
lations for everyone and the 
rules should be enforced 
evenly, equally and fairly. 

Rashikin was in favor of 
beautification. 
he had trouble interpreting 
what he was cited for. 

Lauber was in favor of the 
program even though she felt 
there had been considerable 
controversy about it. 

Taylor gave a plug for 
GIVES. He suggested that 
that might be a solution for 
some of the older people to get 
help on yard work free. 

“Great program - needs to 
be continued,” Freas said. It 
may take three years to get a 
better definition of consistency,

This is a vahachvebe new 
problem in GHI, Hess said. It 
is a very serious problem and 
does not have a simple an- 
swer. It will take time to ar- 
rive at a solution. He felt 
there was a need to look at 
the community as:a whole and 
at marketing. ; 

Harper felt that GHI needed 
to maintain the desirability of 
the community to attract 
people who are interested in 
cooperative living. 

Rashkin thought this. was 
an aspect of the economy at 
large. People have to pay 
more down to. buy into GHI. 
It is necessary to strengthen 
and boost the attributes that 
attract people and hold onto 
the things “that make us spe- 
cial” such as. the woods. 

Auerbach felt members can’t 
be allowed to lower standards. 
She felt that the proximity of 
Metro was a plus. 

‘Weber wondered if it would 
be possible to lower down 
payments. She felt “we should 
play up our attributes.” Dif- 
ferent ways of advertising 
have helped, she affirmed. 

Turnbull explained that the 
10% down rule was in the by- 
laws, because Fannie Mae re- 
quires 10% down. He said the 
manager had been lobbying for 
a lower downpayment and also 
for VA loans which presently 
are not available. to GHI. 

Lauber asked if the situation 
were improving, stating that 
she knew people who were 
now having trouble finding 
brick and block homes to buy. 


Interior Inspections? 
Where do you stand on 
interior inspections? 
Rashkin - “too intrusive.” 
Harper said he didn’t neces- 
sarily reject it but it should 
not be done rashly. , 
Turnbull explained that 


some homes could become a

disliked it, he said. But he felt 
GHI had to be on the lookout 
for sub-standard homes. He 
approved of the way the board 
is presently handling it. 

Auerbach spoke in favor. 
Inspectors would not be inter- 
ested in decor or housekeeping 
she said but things like bub- 
bling walls that might mean 
leakage. To her it was not an 
issue, just a means of preserv- 
ing the structure. . 

Weber suggested the. board 
might train people to think 
about safety and basic structural 
standards.

FOGM Suggests Reprinting Greenbelt 
History; Street Repair Funds Rmnee

On April 22, the Greenbelt 
City Council hosted the fourth 
of ten public worksessions to 
discuss the proposed city bud- 
get. Council, accompanied by 
city administrative staff, heard 
from several organizations 
having a stake in the budget 
being discussed that evening. 
The budget sections discussed 
were the Greenbelt Museum 
budget, grants and contribu- 
tions account and capital 
projects fund. 


Greenbelt Museum Budget 

Sandra Lange, with the 
assistance of a half-dozen oth- 
ers, represented the Friends of 
the Greenbelt Museum 
(FOGM). Lange discussed 
possible reprinting of the 50th 
Anniversary book, repair of 
the Mother and Child statue, 
and a proposal to commission 
a small scale casting of the 
statue to produce fund raising 
replicas. 

In FY96 (which ends June 
30), the museum has an esti- 
mated attendance of 1500 
visitors coming chiefly from 
the metro area, but also draw- 
ing from faraway places such 
as Kazakhstan, Japan and Eu- 
rope. The museum’s Internet 
site is also viewed interna- 
tionally, mn fact, last week a 
web surfer from Belgium 
stopped at the Greenbelt Mu- 
seum homepage for a browse. 

Direct benefits to the city 
touted by. Lange 
providing a focal. point from 
which to exhibit the historical 
and cultural heritage of the 
city as well as giving students 
of planning a first-stop in one 
of America’s few planned cit- 
ies. Lange said that the mu- 
seum also helps bolster real 
estate values in the city as 
many people who visit the 
museum are from neighboring 
communities who come out of 
curiosity. The museum pro- 
vides the visitor a reliably 
good first impression of this 
garden city on the urban 
edge. This can lead to in- 
creased interest in residential 
property which translates. into 
increased demand, and value, 
for properties. 

Lange asked Council to pay 
for reprinting the book en- 
titled “Greenbelt: History of a 
New Town” for the 60th anni- 
versary in 1997. The first edi- 
tion of the book, doyre for the 
50th anniversary, netted a 
profit to the City, which pro- 
vided the capital for the 
project and for FOGM which 
now is the primary vendor. 
The book has sold out. The 
Councilmembers expressed 
support for the request. 

City Manager Daniel Hobbs 
said that he approached the 
International City- Manager's 
Association (ICMA) with a 
proposal that-they invest in 
the printing and use their 
international network to ad- 
vertise the book to a larger 
market. ICMA suggested that 
' the city instead approach the 
American Planning Associa- 
tion (APA). They have a 
membership that is a more 
natural audience for a histori- 
cal book about a planned city. 
Hobbs will ask Planning Di- 
rector Celia Wilson to use her 


include — 


contacts within the APA to in- 
quire about this possibility. 

The casting of a miniature 
Mother and Child is an idea 
that would generate income 
for the repair of the statue, 
Lange said. She proposed that 
the city fund the casting, plus 
an initial production of sev- 
eral hundred replicas. Mayor 
Antoinette Bram suggested 
combining this project with 
the book project as they 
would both produce desirable 
products that would represent 
Greenbelt in an appropriate 
fashion to official guests. 

Lange expressed FOGM’s 
concern about the condition of 
the Mother and Child statue. 
Placed in Roosevelt Center in 
1937, the statue has become a 
landmark in the community 
and is currently in bad shape. 
Hobbs spoke of the city’s ef- 
forts to find a qualified opin- 
ion on how to restore the 
sculpture. “We get conflicting 
advice about how to restore 
it”, he said. The museum sup- 
porters expressed their will- 
ingness to survey the artist 
community for professional 
restorers who could give a 
qualified plan of restoration 
for the work. 

The total budget for the 
Greenbelt Museum is $3,700, 
down $400 from last year’s 
budget. The difference comes 


.from.a lower allocation for 


repair and maintenance for the 
buitding. Lange san} she was 
happy with the budget. She 
did ask Council to consider 
funding additional time per 
week for the museum’s cura- 
tor. The museum has become 
so successful, she said, there 
is more work to be done now. 


Grants and Contributions 

Council heard from Joel 
Rodnick of the Metropolitan 
Washington Ear, who asked 
council to again contribute 
$1,000 for the organization’s 
work for the visually im- 
paired. The organization is the 
only one of its kind in the 
area Offering audio versions 
of many newspapers, books, 
magazines and local informa- 
tion. 


Hanover Lighting Fund 

Muriel Wilmazcetin asked 
council to correct a poorly lit 
intersection in Greenbrook 
Village at the corner. of 
Hanover Parkway and 
Greenbrook Drive, The. solu- 
tion depends in part on Pepco 
scheduling the labor to hang 
and wire the street lamps that 
the City. has already pur- 
chased. Director of Public 
Works Carl Hirsch suggested 
that reflectors could be used 
as a temporary solution. 


Street Repairs 
The budget for city streets 
poses one of the toughest di- 
lemmas for this year’s budget. 
Although the budget allocates 


a half million dollars to street | 


improvement, Hobbs says the 
proposed budget does not do 
what it should, -but rather, 
does. what it can. The council 
will have to prioritize a long 
list of worthy projects and de- 
lay some of them for upcom- 
ing years. 


Council considered a 
$515,000 bid for Ridge Road 
resurfacing which came in 
higher than expected. Council 
suggested negotiating a rebid 
with the contractor and 
combining this project with an 
additional 12° resurfacing 
projects which council would 
like to find room for in their 
FY97 budget. Council is look- 
ing for a combined bid that 
will yield a lower per-unit 
cost for the city. 

With the ambitious list of 
Street projects for FY97, the 
Mayor asked representatives 
of the Public Works Depart- 
ment if they had sufficient su- 
pervisory capacity to cover all 
the projects currently pro- 
posed for funding. With an 
affirmative answer council 
was reassured. 

In other discussion, council 
reviewed the status of the 
city’s cemetery. City Clerk 
David Moran reported that 
with roughly 15 spots left, 
long-time city residents are 
just dying to reserve a spot. 
However, after a brief dis- 
cussion, council concluded 
that marginal expansion of the 
cemetery is possible which 
makes the current crunch for 
space a dead issue.

Call 322-0788 or 322- 


0726 for additional informm- » | 


tion or_a brochure, 


oem tp mp ln en tea aia pk 


A Greenbelt Gardener

The first half of May is such 
a good time in the garden. The 
leaves have now come out on 
all the plants and everywhere it 
looks lush and green. Most of 
the early spring flowers are 
gone but there is the hint of 
much to come. This is the big 
planting time for the summer 
annual garden. 

The beauty of summer 
blooming annuals will come 
later, now the spring flowering 
bulbs and shrubs are great to 
have in the garden. They pro- 
vide needed color early in the 
season after the long dreary 
winter. A handful of trees and 


shrubs are still in or have yet 
- to flower this spring including: 
late azalea, hawthorn, weiglea, 


and mock orange. The latter is 
beautifully, but subtly scented. 

Other sweet smelling flowers 
now in bloom are black locust 
tree (look for clusters of white 
flowers) and lily-of-the-valley 
(look for a stalk of white bells 
on this groundcover). 

Some gardeners plant peren- 
nials to provide predictable 
color every year. Now bloom- 
ing are columbine and iris. 
The iris especially is showy 
with flowers several inches big 
in a variety of colors. 

This is the main planting 
season, whenever the weather 
cooperates. It can not be said 
often enough: do not plant in 
or walk on wet soil. In the 


long run the plants suffer be- 
cause the texture of the soil is 
ruined. 

The old time test of when 
the soil is workable is to pick 
up a handful of soil, squeeze

together a bit, and drop. If it 
breaks apart into small pieces 
when dropped the soil can be 
worked. 

Remember to water after 
planting. And seeds should be 
kept moist so they can germi- 
nate. Also, if the days are very 
sunny right after planting, con- 
sider giving the young plants 
some temporary shade, espe- 
cially during the heat of the 
day.

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Disruption by Member Delays 
Consideration of GHI Agenda

At the May 9 Greenbelt 
Homes Inc. Board of Directors 
meeting, the Board approved 
for second reading a concrete 
replacement‘contract, gave the 
go ahead for a frame roof con- 
tract, approved changes to liv- 
ing trust policies, and dis- 
cussed, but postponed, the fi- 
nal decision on expanding sub- 
leasing opportunities for GHI 
members. But the meeting al- 
most ended before addressing 
any of these subjects on the 
agenda when member Sherry 
Garten, at the microphone dur- 
ing the Visitors and Members 
portion of the meeting, refused 
to relinquish the floor and 
threatened to filibuster the 
mecting to a halt. 

Garten claimed that GHI 
management and the Board 
have failed repeatedly to re- 
spond to questions she had 
raised. She then presented five 
questions — covering issues 
from fee for service, budget 
and the GDC apartments — 
for which she demanded an 
immediate answer. 

Board Vice President Keith 
Jahoda, presiding for GHI 
President Alan Turnbull, who 
was absent, responded that 
her questions had been previ- 
ously answered but that the 
Board would at this time 
“give you the best answers we 
can.” He then summarized a 
response to her questions and 
said that all her questions had 
been answered, perhaps not 
to her satisfaction, but as 
completely as possible by the 
Board and/or management. 
Board Member Ray Stevens 
pointed out that Garten’s ac- 
tions were preventing the 
Board from proceeding with 
important business on the 
agenda. 

When she continued speak- 
ing, Jahoda called for a brief 
recess. Finally, the Board re- 
convened and moved on to the 
next item on the agenda, over 
Garten's protest. 


Contract Approvals 

The Board approved unani- 
mously for second reading a 
concrete replacement cdntract 
to perform concrete repairs at 
courts on Hillside, Laurel 
Hill, Research, Eastway and 
Ridge Roads. The contract 
with Maryland Paving and 
Sealant, Inc. is not to exceed 
$20,000. Another contract ap- 
proved unanimously for sec- 
ond reading was with: Hi 
Standard Roofing, Inc. to re- 
place roofs at units on Laurel 
Hill Road, Plateau Place, 
Ridge Road, Research Road, 
Hillside Road, and Southway 
Road at a cost not to exceed 
$178,000. 

The Board then turned its 


attention to the contract for a 


consultant to advise GHI on 
replacement reserves. Man- 
agement had asked to obtain 
the services of a consultant 
who could review the overall 
policy and administration of 
replacement reserves. The 
consultant would advise on 
how reserve funds should be 
expended and help establish 
priorities for expenditures. A 
contract with Reserve Advi- 
sors, Inc. to perform a re- 
serves study analysis at a cost 
not to exceed $17,000 was ap- 
proved. 







Allocation of Reserves 

GHI then voted to place 
unallocated equity of approxi- 
mately $350,000 for 1995, 
from excess income, refunds 
or other savings over antici- 
pated expenses, in the re- 
placement reserves for the 
frame, masonry and larger 
homes. The Board then ap- 
proved withdrawal and expen- 
diture of $200,000 for neces- 
sary repairs, replacement and 
maintenance programs for the 
frame, masonry and larger 
homes. Specifically, the 
funds will be used for frame 
roofs, block roofs, under- 
ground sewers, concrete, tree 
trimming, oil tank removal 
and parking lot maintenance. 

Board Member Bill Phelan 
explained that the purpose of 
these authorized expenditures 
was to allow current members 
to benefit from some of the 
newly-acquired replacement 
reserve funds while still re- 
serving some of the funds for 
future needs. - 


Living Trust Policy Changes 

The Board approved some 
changes to the existing policy 
which permits the use of re- 
vocable living trusts for GHI 
members.Attorney Tom Downs 
presented these changes, 
which he had developed work- 
ing with GHI Manager 
Gretchen Overdurff and which 
had been reviewed and ap- 
proved by GHI lawyers. Es- 
sentially under the revised liv- 
ing trust provisions, GHI will 
approve the trustee at the time 
the trustee takes over the trust 


-for the GHI member and 


could occupy the home. This 
procedure would preclude an 
early or premature approval of 
a trustee who then might 
change prior to the actual ex- 
ecution of the trust. This 
change makes it easier for the 
GHI member but also ensures 
that GHI retains the authority 
to review and approve. 

GHI Board Members clari- 
fied the changes to the policy 
with numerous questions to 
verify that the member’s 
rights would not be abridged. 


-Overdurff explained that the 


trustee is added to the Mutual 
Ownership Contract, rather 
than replacing the original 
GHI member. Downs indi- 
cated that he had several cli- 
ents interested in this change 
and would anticipate more in- 
terest in the community.

Subleasing Policy 

The Board then took up 
proposed subleasing criteria 
and guidelines which had 
been developed by the man- 
ager in response to the 
Board’s request. At an earlier 
work session on subleasing, 
the Board had discussed the 
merits of more liberal ap- 
proval for subleasing when a 
member has the unit on the 
market but is unable to sell, 
This new provision reads: 
“During times of depressed 
market conditions, members 
who have been unable to sell 
their co-op equity interest 
may be granted subleasing 
privileges on a case by case 
basis by the manager for a 


period not to exceed one. 


year.” 

A good deal of discussion 
followed on the criteria as 
well as the guidelines. Some 
members wanted it clear that 
the member had to put a good 
faith effort into selling the 
unit; others wanted a clearer 
breakdown of responsibilities 
between tenant, member and 
GHI; others felt that GHI’s 10 
percent service charge was 
too high; while others felt 
that a service fee should be 
reasonable for the service and 
required to ensure that GHI 
suffer no loss. Finally, Jahoda 
determined that the policy 
changes needed more discus- 
sion. He also determined that 
this decision should not be 
made with a number of Board 
members absent. (In addition 
to Turnbull, Betty Deitch, 
Carole Levin, and Nat 
Shinderman had been unable 
to attend the meeting.) The 
subleasing changes were re- 
ferred to the manager for. ad- 
ditional work. The issue will 
be placed on the agenda when 
the new Board convenes at 
the next meeting. GHI elec- 
tions are scheduled for May 
18 and 19. 


Flowers and More 

The Board approved re- 
quests by the Architecture and 
Environment Committee to do- 
nate $300 to the Southern 
Maryland Model A Club for 
providing shuttle services dur- 
ing the House and Garden 
Tour and to donate $50 to the 
City for use of the Community 
Center during the tour. The 
A&E Committee had requested 
$2,500 to purchase spring 
bulbs to sell to GHI members 
at the bulb sale. Board Mem- 
ber Terry Rutledge thought 
that $2,500 was too high. She 
suggested scaling back the

program for the first year. 
Upon further discussion, the 


Board authorized an expendi- 


ture of $1,000, which should 
cover about 3,000 bulbs. 

The Committee plans to 
sell-the bulbs in lots of 10 
and will provide instructions 
for planting. Board Member 
Bill Phelan provided advice 
on the types of bulbs to buy. 
He commented that many of 
them will match the types al- 
ready planted throughout the 
city. GHI members can ex- 
pect several types of daffo- 
dils, hyacinths, crocus, blue 
bells, tulips and other spring 
flowers. . 

In other actions, the Board 
approved the addition of two 
members to the A&E commit- 
tee but postponed final deci- 
sion on a category of associ- 
ate committee member. Terry 
Rutledge indicated that she 
did not know why this cat- 
egory of committee member- 
ship differed from full mem- 
bership or why it was needed. 
Phelan suggested that this cat- 
egory of membership might 
encourage participation by 
those who had a short-term or 
specific rather than a continu- 
ing or long-term interest in a 
specific committee. There 
was no consensus or final de- 
cision. The Board adjourned 
to Executive Session.

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City Budget 





Planning Dept. Proposes 
Higher Permit, License Fees

Celia Wilson, the Director 


of the Department of Planning 
and Community Development, 
met with the Greenbelt City 
Council at a budget 
worksession Monday, May 6. 
Wilson announced the suc- 


cessful move of her depart- 


ment to the Community Cen- 
ter during the current fiscal 
year, and proposed changes 
that will have an impact on 
next year’s budget. One pro- 
posal would increase depart- 
mental fees and revenues to 
better recapture the expenses 
of city inspections and per- 
mits; a second would assume 
from the county the responsi- 
bility for burglar alarm licens- 
ing; and, a third suggests 
changes in the animal control 
program. 


Permit Fees 

The proposal to change 
planning department fees. in- 
cludes seven different fee 
changes that will increase city 
revenues by an estimated 
$24,120 if all are imple- 
mented. The seven proposed 
changes include: an increase 
in the base commercial li- 
cense fee from $25 to $50; 
increase. in the maximum 
commercial license fee from 
$250 to $600; modification of 
the building permit fees to 
create flat fees for signs, 
fences and decks; creation’ of 
a flat fee of $250 for new 
home permits; increase in 


general. interior-permits toa. 


flat fee of $50 from $25; and, 
an increase in all other. build- 
ing permits to a flat fee of 
$25 plus $3 per $1000 value 
of work. 

Council . discussed the 
rather large increase, from a 
maximum of $250 to $600, 
for a commercial license fee. 
Wilson pointed out that, under 
the current fee structure, a 
10,000 square foot facility 
gets charged the same as a 
250,000 square foot facility. 
The Jatter, however, consumes 
an inordinate amount of staff 
time and therefore actually 
consumes city resources. 
This. particular fee does not 
impact upon residential fee 
permits. 

In a straw poll of council, 
all were in favor of the pro- 
posed changes except Coun- 
cilman Rodney Roberts who 
raised objections to the fee 
increase for commercial -l1- 
censes, and the fee increase 
for general interior permits. 
Roberts feels the proposed 
$50: fee willbe unreasonably 
large given the other levels of 
governmental fees that a 
homeowner must bear when 
making home modifications. 


Burglar Alarm Licensing 

The proposal to assume the 
county’s responsibility for 
burglar alarm licensing would 
bring in an estimated $15,000 
in revenue from over 1000 
alarms in the City of 
Greenbelt. In addition, the 
proposal calls for a fine for 
false alarms after the first 
three. The Greenbelt police 
currently respond to all alarm 
calls in the city. Around 16% 
of all police calls are alarm 


calls and 98% of those are 


false alarms. A fee for false 
alarms, in addition to raising 


revenues, would more impor- 
tantly reduce the incidence of 


false alarms which can have a 


cumulative effect of lowering 
the guard of the responding 
officers. 

The council proposed to in- 
clude the alarm legislation in 
an upcoming council agenda. 
Councilmember Thomas. White 
suggested his support may 
hinge upon the fee for false 
alarms being applied only to 
non-residential alarms. 


Animal Control Program 

The proposed changes 
would give Animal Wardens 
stronger enforcement tools 
through a mechanism of more 
stringent fines on citations 
and impound fees. Further- 
more, the proposal would 
shift the collection authority 
from County staff to City 
staff. Proposed changes in- 
clude raising the fees for mi- 
nor animal infractions, such 
as excess noise and failure to 
remove feces, from $10 to 
$25 for the first infraction. 
The second infraction would 
be double the first and the 
third and subsequent infrac- 
tions would be quadruple the 
first. The proposal also in- 
cludes. raising impound fees 
from $5 per day to $25 per 
day and imposing a fine for 
cruélty/neglect of $250. 


New City Planner Position 
Although the proposed City 
Manager’s budget does not 

provide for a new position for 
city planner, the council took 
up this long standing issue. 
The budgets for Fiscal Years 
1995 and 1996 each included 
a part-time planner but this 
position was never filled due 
to budget constraints which 
arose during those fiscal 
years. At the worksession, 
council discussed the issue of 
adding a full-time Planner 
which would cost the City in

The board of directors of 
GIVES - the.

Another ‘positive item is the 
announcement of the appoint- 
ment of Irene Hensel as GIVES 
office manager. She will vol- 
unteer at least ten hours a week 
to monitor the phone messages, 
coordinate the computer 
matches between care givers 
and care receivers, and organize 
the clerical work for the care 
credit bank statements which 


the neighborhood of $39,000 


in personnel expenses. 

Déspite the severe fiscal 
constraints on this year’s bud- 
get, council felt it is time to 
provide long overdue assis- 
tance to Planning Director 
Wilson. In a straw poll, coun- 
cil promoted the idea of a 
full-time planner by a vote of 
4 to 1. Council—-member 
White favored a half-time po- 
sition. 

The Planning Budget as 
originally proposed is $99,000, 
which is $10,700 less than last 
year’s proposed budget. The 
additional revenue from the 
proposed fee structure changes 
will go slightly beyond the 
cost of the proposed Planner. 


"The overall FY 96 budget 


totals proposed for community 
development are very close to 
last year’s totals. This year’s 
figure of $267,700 came in 
around $3,000 less than last 
year’s. 

Budget decisions from this 
meeting will become final at 
the May 20 council meeting 
when they adopt the FY 199% 
budget.

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GAC Review of Achievements 
1996 Annual Meeting 


Highlights 


by Marie Tousignant 

President Marie Tousignant 
opened the 17th annual meet- 
ing of the Greenbelt Arts 
Center with a moment of si- 
lence in honor of Ben Fisher, 
who had recently died. He 
was a lighting designer, actor, 
photographer, and husband of 
Vice President .Mary Lou 
Fisher. Treasurer Fann Kash 
reported on the financial con- 
dition of the Arts Center. Re- 
ports of the various commit- 
tees, including projections for 
the coming season, were pre- 
sented by Konrad Herling 
(music), Norma Ozur (theater) 
and Tom Renahan (facilities 
development). 

In her President’s report, 
Tousignant commented on the 
recent dedication of the new 
Greenbelt Community Center. 
It was a grand event, she 
said, with all the political 
dignitaries there, but more im- 
portantly, it was a celebration 
of people in community and 
what people can accomplish 
when they have a vision and a 
desire to do something. The 
Greenbelt Arts Center exem- 
plifies this spirit, she contin- 
ued. It is completing its third 
year in its facility — a suc- 
cessful year, in terms of pro- 
ductions, classes and 
fundraisers. 

The president then pointed 
out just a few of the special 
events of the past year. Last 
spring an agreement between 
the Prince George’s Arts 
Council and GAC led to a 
program in the schools where 
Sth graders were exposed to 
the music and rhythms of the 
Caribbean and Africa. The 
children actually participated 
in the Greenbelt Day concert 
with the Sam Turner En- 
semble. The fifth annual art 
auction was an outstanding 
success. (This year the auc- 
tion will take place on 
Wednesday, August 7.) All 
were encouraged to participate 
by selling tickets and attend- 
ing. Al Herling’s 80th Birth- 
day Concert last March raised 
over $2500 for the Arts Cen- 
ter.

Bram was also willing to 
consider permitting alcohol to 
be served. However, by the 
time she spoke it was clear 
that the majority of 
councilmembers were not yet 
ready to allow alcohol use at 
the facility. 

Councilmembers Judith 
Davis and Edward Putens took 
a wait-and-see approach. 
Davis suggested waiting a 
year to determine whether the 
prohibition of alcohol was re- 
sulting in a lot of “dead 
nights.” If so, council could 
change the policy, but she did 
not see any reason to permit 
wine until the city absolutely 
needed to do so. 

Putens supported Davis’ 
suggestion. He-said he did 
not want to see the center 
rented to large groups with 
alcohol. He was concerned 
.that the desire to attract rental 
income would drive out more 
community-oriented activities. 

Council directed staff to 
keep track of how many in- 
quiries about rental of the fa- 
cility ended when the callers 
were informed of the no alco- 
hol policy. 


Other Center Issues 

Mayor Bram had earlier 
asked Hobbs about the policy 
for use of the meeting room 
in the police station. Hobbs 
reported that her recollection 
was correct—council had di- 
rected that the room be. made 
available to Greenbelters free 
of charge on a first-come, 
first-served basis when not 
needed by the police. Bram 
: had. received-reports that -citi- 
zens were now being told that 
_ the room was unavailable and 
that they should contact the 
Community Center, Hobbs 
will ensure that the police are 
aware of this policy. 

Council also adopted a 
staff proposal, originated by 
city clerk David Moran, to 
make two rooms available for 
“civic use” free of charge 
when the space is available 
and would not displace a fee- 
paying group. Civic groups 
will not be permitted “blanket 
permits,” such as for a given 
day of every’month. Instead, 
they would have to apply each 
month. Since additional re- 
Strictions also apply, anyone 
interested should contact the 
Community Center office. 

The councilmembers also 
reached tentative agreement 
with the Greenbelt Writers 
Group on the use of upstairs 
office space. This solution re- 
places the group’s request to 
use the multipurpose room 
two days per week. Hobbs 
and Irving had objected to 
that proposal, since the room 
is one. of those most fre- 
quently rented in the facility. 
However, both Salgado and 
the Writers Group reserved fi- 
nal agreement pending further 
study.

First Greenbelter Selected 
For Astronaut Program

Piers Sellers, 41, of Windsor 
Green has been chosen for the 
NASA Astronaut Program, be- 
coming the first Greenbelt resi- 
dent selected to become an astro- 
naut, 

Dr. Sellers came to Greenbelt 
from England 14 years ago to 
join the staff of Goddard Space 
Flight Center, where he works in 
the Earth science area, checking 
the health of the planet from sat- 
ellite studies. He has traveled 
extensively to farflung places 
around the globe to confirm. sat- 
ellite findings, frequently to re- 
mote areas of Canada. 

Sellers, born in Sussex, En- 
gland, the son-of a British Army 
family, says he has always 
wanted to be an astronaut. He 
reports that, as a child, wherever 
the family was posted in its mili- 
tary travels, his study was always 
filled with rocket pictures. He 
first qualified to apply for the as- 
tronaut program in 1991, when 
he became a U.S. citizen, though 
his application was not one of 
those chosen that year. Trainees 
are selected every other year to 
form a new astronaut class: 

Sellers and his family will 
move to Houston in August to 
join the rest of the 1996 Astro- 
naut Class. He says the class, 
35 astronaut candidates, is unusu- 
ally large, due to the number of 


astronauts needed to build and 
staff the space station, pieces of 
which will be launched in the 
next two years. He says this 
class also includes Goddard engi- 
neer Paul Richards, a resident of 
Annapolis; and the first astronaut 
siblings, U. S. Navy pilots and 
twins Mark and Scott Kelly. 

Sellers’ wife, Mandy, is a 
nurse at Holy Cross Hospital, 
where she has Worked for the 
past 12 years. Their children, 8- 
year-old Tom and 11-year-old 
Imo(gen), are students at St. 
Hugh’s School. Piers Sellers was 
educated at Edinburgh, Scotland 
and received his doctorate at 
Leeds, in Yorkshire, where he 
met Mandy, a native of that part 
of England. The family has al- 
ready made a short reconnoiter- 
ing trip to the Houston area to 
look at housing and schools, then 
plans a family visit back to En- 
gland in preparation for their big 
move and Piers’ intense astronaut 
training schedule. 

Mandy Sellers says they all 
are excited. She is terribly proud 
of her husband. Mandy is very 
fond of Greenbelt, where both 
children were born. She says 
they now regard it as “home” 
and they expect to miss the area. 
She hopes to start a new rock
